o'clock this afternoon. We don’t 
understand this question, if stich ac- 
action was at all pertinent or 
necessary. We have talked with 
intelligent men who held opposite 
views on the question. We have read 
article after article in the Virginia 
City papers, and yet we do not remem- 
ber to have seenor heard a clear 
statement of the question. As far as 
we understand the matter we have the 
singular spectacle of several large 
mining corporations who have refused 
to pay what appears very clearly a 
bona fide, Jawful tax, and proposing 
terms to a sovereign State, while the 
higher authorities are in the act of 
accepting the defiant terms under the 
name of “compromise.” These men 
say. we will do so and so, else we will 
not pay our taxes.” The State stands 
helpless, as is made to appear, and 
says “Storey county is already suffering 
by. not having received your tax; pay 
us and them what you choose now, 
and in afew more quarters refuse to 


pay the tax again, as you have already 
done it once before.” 


We say such a 
position for the State is very humili- 
ating. The present tax is either just 
orunjust. If unjust, let the past tax 
be collected the same as any other tax, 
and our lawmakers themselves devise a 
law which provides a just tax on mines. 
A few men dictate terms to the State, 
and the State accepts. Who then is 
the sovereign? The element of State 
sovereignty isteliminated. A few men 
say the State does wrong, and com- 
mand it to do what they regard as 
right for time present and future, and 
promise to pay so much of past taxes 
in consideration, and of course pro- 
mise to pay the reduced tax, which 
provides so many loopholes for an es- 


cape from paying anything save a very 


small tax in the future. 


More Absolution. 

Our Republican County Central 
Committee has met and absolved our 
Assemblymen from the pledges which 
they made to the people. We do not 
see how their action has affected mat- 
ters except to cast a slur upon the 


party, and cause all men to inquire as 


to their reasons. Men.who are sup- 
posed to be in accord with the popu- 
lar pulse, draft platforms and prin- 
ciples which express the popular wish.

About 10 o’clock on Saturday night 
a terrific explosion shook the city of 
Sacramento and startled people from 
their houses.

The theory is that 
gas from a broken pipe filled the 
sewer beyond the capacity of. the 
mainholes to discharge and that some 
chance light fired it off. Many win- 
dows were shattered, but no one was 
injured.
